Bin  Hi  ft  di  tea /  Account  of  the  Rights  and  Privi¬ 
leges  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians  at 
lid  aibuigh*dMV- 

HAT  both  Ghirurgery  and  Pharmacy  have  in  all  Ages  been  efteemed 

1  parts  of  Meiicine,  is  fa  well  known ,  that  it  would  he  a  reflection 
upon  the  Readers  knowledge  to  endeavour  to  prove  it :  But  that 
Medicine  (hould  have  dwindled  unto  a  Pendicle  of  Chirurgery  ,  be* 
ing  unheard  of  in  former  Agess  It  was  defcrvedly  refemd  for  the-  happy  Dif» 
cover y  of  the  ColUgw  Deaconry  of  £d.nlmght 

But  \  hope  the  Reader  will  ex eufe  my  condefcendiOg  to  far  to  the  Capaci¬ 
ties  of  fome  of  the  Cellegiaft  Society  ,  as  to  inform  them ,  that  for  feveral 
Ages  the  Phyficians  ext  reed  ^  hyfiek  in  all  its  parts  %  that  is,  pradlifed  Chi- 
rurgery  and  Phavmacie,  as  \*  ell  as  the  diredive  part ,  in  prefenbing  internal 
Medicines*  it’s  true  in thefe  days -thepra&iceof  Phyfick  was  more  fimple  than 
now  it  is  9  few  internal  Medicines  were  then  in  ufe ,  and  the  Operations  irtChi*  ‘ 
rurgety  were  few ,  and  fddom  practis’d  ,  but  in ptbeefs  of  time,  when  by  the 
Induftry  of  Phyficians,  both  the  Mitefta  medteavst s  increas’d,  and  great  varie¬ 
ty  of  new  Compofa cions  as  well  as  Chirtirgical  Operations  were  invented,  they 
did  b|  degrees  leave  the  manual  part  to  Mecbamcks(who  were  to  A&  under  and 
by  their  Dircdlion)  as  the  Etymologic  of  the  very  Words at1d  $*%***' 
mw.tf  do  evidently  tefUfy,  and  i  mud  funher  crave  the  Readers  Liberty  to 
inform  them  ,  how  litle  they  have  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  theit 
own  Arts  ,  by  telling  them  that  ail  the  Authors  both  ancient  and  nw^dem  who 
have  written  any  thing  tolerable- welly  either  in  Chirurgery  »  Anatomy,  of  ( 
Pharmacia,  as  ffop poet ate j  ,  Cdifus*  Smbonwi*  Galen  Among!!  tho 

Ancients  were  Phyficians  *  and  among  ft  the  Moderns  Aqtswendenr  ♦  AAagatus , 
VdbrUtuT—  HtlHafiusy  Bar  bet  t  Harvey*  the  Bar  (holme  fy  WilU  ^de  Gtaaff  Adalpigbiut* 
ileltiHk  Dnltncotith  Duvet  tie  fy  Zuetfber*Schfcder9  Ludovuut  &e.  Ini  word 
til  that  has  been  invented,  or  that  has  been  written  elegantly,  either  in  Ana* 
tbmy,  Chirurgery  or  Pharmacy,  fe  owing  to  {[whom ■-fome-  of thefe  Gentlemen 
dvitly  call  pkifut  ^  Doftors  of  Medicine* 

It  Is  with  a  great  deal  of  Retu&ance  and  Regrafe  that  1  find  my  Telf  forced 
in  this  manner  to  (how  thefe  Gentlemen  their  pi^ures  in  &  true  light ,  but 
when  they  deck  themfelves  with  others  Feathers,  and  ftrut  tmPhtiff  as  if  they  •< 
Were  the  ibleinveiiters  and  Improvers  of  their  Art*  t  muft  beg  pardon  town-

deceive  them  ,  and  If  I  flrlp  them  of  what  they  fo  unjuniy  affume,  It  Is  fc 
render  it  to  its  true  Owners,  whom  they  ro  their  power,  ufe  with  the  greatdl 

Indigniry’ and  Contempt. 

1  "would  not  have  it  thought  that  what  is  here  faid  is  levelled  againft  all  of 
them  ,  anti  1  mud  do  feme  of  them  the  Juflice  to  tell*  that  there  are  honefk 
hi\  Men  among  the rp  ,  Gentlemen,  knowing  and  skilled  in  their  Trade,  who 
-arc  hearcily  forty  for  and  re  grate  the'  Pride,  Avarice  and  Unjuflice  of  -the 
greater  part;  So  that  from  what  1  have  either  faid  or  ffoall  hereafter  (ap,  1  defire 
thde  may  be  excepted  ,  and  let  the  burden  be  fairly  laid  on  their  fhoulcU 
ers,  who  by  their  Violence  and  Urjufi  ice  have  kindted  the  Fires  However  1  do 
acknowledge  that  it  is  &  dangerous  thing,  even  for  good  Men  to  be  in  ill  com® 
pany. 

’  But  before  1  proceed  to  give  an  account  of  the  Rife  and  Growth  of  this  fhange 
Jumble  of  Trades  and  imployments,  l  (hall  as  briefly  as  poihble  give  an  account 
;©£  the  occaiion  of  writing  this  Paper,  which  is  de figtied  as  an  Apology  for 5 
and  Defence  ol  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficsaus .in  Edinburgh  ,  againfi  the  £n® 
croachments  and  Calumnies  (  f  this  Coliegut  Beteonne* 

The  Royal  College  of  fhyficians  was  eredkd  by  a  Patent  from  King  Chula 

%d*  dated  at  Whitehall  *9  'T'fjmtmbt*  t6dt® 

This  Paten*  before  it  pars’d  the  Seals ,  was  produced  before  the  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  every  perion  fairly  heard  that  had  any  thing  to  object  at  non  git  whom 
the  then  Chirurgiou  Apothecaries  and  their  Trudy  and  uevet  failing  Patrons 
the  Town  Council  of  Edinburgh  were  the  moft  violent. 

In  this  Patent  the  lights  of  the  then  Chirurgion  Apothecaries  were  preferr¬ 
ed  and  the  due  Boundaries  kt  wc.  That  the  faid  “  Chirurgion- Apothecaries 

*  fcould  notwithftanding  ©f  the  faid  Patent  have  the  Libttty  of  curing  aU 
«  wounds ,  Bruites,  Fractures,  Dislocations,  Contufions  and  fickliite,  being 
the  fubj  »&  of  Chirurgical  Operations  and  Accidents  anting  thereupon  a!lenarly« 

Hete  the  Limits  and  Bounds  of  the  Chirurgions  ltnployment  were  plainly  let 
down  ,  and  before  the  Council  they  did  acquiefce ,  as  indeed  they  had  no  reafoni 

to  be  angry.  .  «•  ,r ,  * 

Yet  this  was  no  wayes  exduflye  of  the  Phyticians  pradifing  Chirurgery,if  they 
pfeaPd  i  Only,  that  that  Branch  of  Medicine  might  be  (harM,  and  the  (aids  CfoR 
rurgions  not  be  quarrellable  for  pra&ifmg  the  fame*  as  appears  from  the  words 

of  the  Patent  above- rehearled.  . 

And  it  was  fo  declared  by  an  A6t  of  Parliament,  in  §z.  //.  8*  €•  4*°* 
yours  of  the  Phyficians  in  EngUndi  as  it  ts  (et  down  by  Do$or  GoodaMt  XCI* 
of  his  Hifiory  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy (Rians  of  Londons  the  words  are®

This  Patent  ofithe Fhyficians  was afterwards,  viz*  it  ]***  i6H$  [with  leve« 
ral  Decreets  of  the  Lords  oi  Council  and  Seflion^  Ratified  hv  Parliament. 

One  would  have  thought,  that  the  Chirurgions  Employment  being  thus 
plainly  difiinguifhed  and  defin’d,  wight  have,  as  well  as  the  Pradice  of  all  civi¬ 
lized  Nations,  taught  them  their  duty ,  and  to  keep  within  their  own  Bounds 
yet  fuch  was  the  vanity  or  avarice  [or  both]  of  feme  of  them,  that  nothing 
could  hinder  them  from  playing  the  Phyfician  *  So  that  the  College  to  curb 
them,  and  vindicat  their  own  Rights  and  Prmledges,  were  forctel  very  icon  z  f- 
cer  their  Erosion,  to  order  their  Pivot? ater*  Fifcah  to  Intent  a  purfuite  again#! 
one  of  them,  before  the  Prefident  and  Cenfors,  [the  Perfons  in  whom 
She  jurisdi&ion  againfi  undue  praftifers  is  locked  by  the  Patent]  who  according- 
to' the  Power  given'"  them*  did  Fine  hitn  m  Sucty  pounds  $gotjy  he  contempfu* 
©ufly  refufing  to  Compear  But  he  having  prefenteo  a  Bill  of  SpJperjion^  ir  was  or« 
dered  to  be  ieen  and  Anfwered  "and  oi  content  the  Sufpenfum.  was  palled,  the 
Heafons  whereof  were  ,  that  the  Decreet  was  In  ablence,  and  without- 
the  prefence  orconcurfe  of  any  of  the  Magistrates  oi  Edi-  burgh*  who  by  the 
Patent  of  Ere6Hdn,  were  ordained  to  be  prefent  ^  But  it  being  Antevered  for- 
the  College,  that  a  Magiftrate  Had  been  by  way  of  -Inftrument  required  to  be- 
p retent ,  but  he  not  coming*  i?  could  not  hinder  the  Prefidcoc  snd  Cenfors,  ro 
proceed,  -  the  Patent  warranting  them  fo  to  do  in  cafe  of  re  hi  fal  or  delay? 
Therefore  the  Lords  Found,  •  that*  where  the  Magiilmes  of  Edinburgh-  are  re- 
t  quired  by  the  College  of  Phyficiansto  concur  with,  and  alfift  them  in  punifh- 
/  *irig  Delinquents,  and  relufes  or  delays,  that  both  the  judicative  and  Executive 
*•  Power  againft  the  Chirurgions  and  Chirurgkm  Apothecaries,  belong  to  the 
4  Royal  College  ofPhyficuns.  But  in  regard  by  the  Infirumonts  produced  for 
3  the  Chargers#  that  the  Magiftrates  were  only  required  to  affift  the  lame  day  the 
3  Decreet  was  pronounced ;  The  Lords  did  turn- the  Decreet  into  a  Lybeh  and 
s remitted  the  Caufe  back  to  the  College?  And  founds  that  in  time  coming, 

8  die Magifirates  when  required  to  give  concurrence  (hould  faave  Forty  Eight 
s  Hours  Advertifement  at  leaft. 

Upon  this  Sentence  of  the  Lords,  there  was  a  new  Citation  given*  a  new 
Decreet  pronounced,  and  anew  Precept  oireded  againfi  him* 

Upon  this  he  again  prefents  a  Bill  of  Sufpenfion,  containing  almofi  the  fame 
Reafons  with  the  former,  with  this  addition,  that  he  had  Ferfonalty  Comfearedt 
but  that  a  Baillte  of  Edinburgh  *  who  was  then  preterm*  bad  diteharged  him  to 
give  in  his  Defences,  in  regard  the  faid  Baillie  was  not  allowed  to-  prefide  ia 
the  Court,  and  (hat  he  did  ad  journ  the  fame  until  the  Maglftrates  furthce  1 
order.  ,  v  >  •,  •  .  ,  <  v .  s  • 

This  Bill  being  pretexted,  it  was  ordered  to  be  difeuft  upon  the  Biff,  and  * 
after  a  raoft  litigious  debate,  wherein  the  Tow*  of  Edinburgh  zt£  marked  com- 
fearing  by  their  Advocates ;  The  Lords  found  and  Declared,  6  that  by  the  Pa- 
*  teat^grantedTo  thG  iCottegc.ot  PhffiGians,  the  Magiftrates  of  Edinburgh  hzA

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•  not  flteftllft  the  ©Sll%£  anight  proceed,  Melt  the  Magtftrlfes  Be 

«  not  prefer^  or  being  prefent  ftiould  not  coocurr,  intimation*  being  made  to 
« them  to  be  ptefent ;  And  did  further  find  and  Declare  that  the  Eight  of 
«  PreGdertce  did  belong  to  the  laid  College  of  Phyfkians*  and  nor  to  the  Ma- 
‘  giftrates,  although  the  procedure  wese  againlt  a  Ghirurgion- Apothecary 
•Burges  of  Edinburgh:  Butiri  regard?  that  he  had  been  difeharged  by  a  Bail- 
lie  to  compear,  and  that  the  Point  had  not  then  been  determined,  to  whom  the 
Prefidence  did  belong;  The  Lords  did  again  turn  the  Decreet  into  a  Lybel^ 
and  remitted  the  Caufe  back  to  the  College  to  be  determined  by  them. 

Upon  which  he  was  a  third  time  cited,  a  Decreet  pronounced  and  Precept 
dire&ed  againfthrm,  but  loch  was  his  Litigious  Humour,  and  that  of  the  Co/- 
(mg  that  fupported  him,  that  a  third  Bill  of  Sufpenfion  was  prelented  upon  the 
fame  grounds  formerly  remitted. 

Whereupon  the  College  gave  in  a  Petition,  Craving,  that  the  Lords  would 
grant  warrant  for  dirc£ting  Letters  of  Homing  and  'Pomamg  upon  their  Decreets 
and  Precept  alter  expiring  of  the  Charge:  *  Which  Defire  the  Lords  found 
c  reafonable  and  did  gra^t  war*  nr,  to  diredt  Letters  of  Horning  and  /oindmg 
€  upon  the  Lid  Royal  Colleges  Decreet  and  Precept,  anddifchargedanyjuipeu* 
e  Con  to  be  pall  of  the  Lid  Dccrtet  of  the  Royal  College)  unciil  the  FrehJent 
5  and  Ccufors ,  fee  the  fa  id  Bill  of  Sufper.fi  on. 

This  home  thrufl  (  a  Charge  ol  Horning  having  been  given  )  made  toe 
Gentleman  more,  ply  able  fo  » h  ir  hefubmifted  bind  It,  und  at  the  inrtrcefht  n  of 
one  of  the  Lords  ot  Stlhon,  (u  ho  f hell  was  and  at  this  time,  is  a  Honorary 
Member  cf  the  College )  and  from  the  innate  Gentlenefs  of  Sir  jdndttw 
Ctmper  who  was  then  Prelidenf»  his  fine  was  remitted.  But  however  the  Col** 
fegc  were  fo  far  gainers1  tbit  fevenl  important  Points  relatng  to  tliek  jurif- 
diftionand  Right  were  fdemnly  declared  afrd  determined. 

The  College  having  nothing  in  their  view,  bur  to  aifert  their  own  Rights' 
and  Priviledges,  and  noways  to  be  vexatious,  have  quietly  for  more  than1 
twenty  years,  fuffe red  both  the  Leiges  ond  themfelvestobe  abufed  by  the  pt a- 
fitting 'Chirurgions  and  Apothecaries,  yea  tb  fuclia  pitthof  confidence  didfome 
ol  them  arrives  that  they  not  only  charged  in  their  Accnmpts,  snd  purfued 
before  Courts,  lor  Advice  and  judgement ;  Has  they  are  plea  ltd  tO?e?m  ttj  and 
complained  when  they  were  net  pa> ed,  when  prefent  at  Onfultations  in  cafes 
purely  /Medicinal:  Bur  alfo  one  did  quarrel  with  a  1  atient  of  confide  fable  quality 
and  very  opulent  Efiare,  for  calling  a  Phyfician,  alledgtng  lor^his  Reafon,  that 
fie  knew  all  their  Receipts,*  and  why  fhould  be  throw  a#ay  a  Gunea,  and  others 
of  them  had  the  Honefty  to  prattle  in  Families  under  hand,  where  both  Phy- 
ficiaus  and  Ap  >thecaries  were  hfiuaBy  irtsployed.  and  impoled  fo  far  upon  the 
credulity  of  the  poor  Women,  under  pretenceof  infallible  fecrets,  that  the  re¬ 
medies  prefcril  ed  bv  the  Fhvficians  were  thrown  out,  but  neverthelefs  to  their 

Mtzt  Mortification  the  Patients* died.  • 

Thefe  and  hundreds  of  fuch  inftartccs  of  their  abafingthe  Phyfician&  begun 
at  length  to  awake  them  from  the  Lethargy  in  which  they-  feetnd  to  be#  to  that

fo '  if  of  i  ffie  Gdfegedid  recommend  to  the  Preilcfent  and  Cenfors  the  vifiting 
the  Apothecaries  Shops. 

This  was  what  they  had  formerly  been  in  ufe  to  do,  and  which  was  founded 
both  in  Law  and  "Equity. 

From  Law  they  being  ai#horifed  thereto,  fuft  by  their  Patent  of  Ere&ioo  ; 
which  doth  im power  €  the  Prdident  and  Cenfors*  fo  ofc  as  they  (hall  find  caufc, 

•  to  make  fearch,  fake  notice  and  infpe<ftion  of  the  Drugs  and  Medicaments 
•fimple,  which  are  or  (halite  to  be  fold,  within  the  City,  Suburbs  and  Liber** 

* ties  o\  Edinburgh %  that  they  be  f reft,  good,  and  healthful,  and  inch  as  may  be 
« fecurely  ufed  aud  applyed,  for  curing  the  Difeafes  and  Infirmities  of  Bis  Maje-

idly*  By  an  A6t  of  the  Privy  Council  dated  %  I  November  1A84..  and  ratified 
gn  Parfiameut,  together  with  their  Parent,  Ordaining  cthe  Royal  College  of 
«  Phytkituns,  at  leaft  twice  a  year,  to  vifite  all  Apothecaries  Shops,  and  Chattt* 
•bers  within  E dmbu^gh^  Suburbs  and  Liberties  thereof*  calling  to  their  affi* 
•e  fiance  one  or  two  of  theeldeft  or  ablefi  of  the  Brotherhood  of  the  ApotheCtnes  ; 

«  As  alfo  that  they  defire  one  of  the  Baillies  of  E dmbmyh^  or  refpective  Magi® 
•ftrates  of  the  place  where  the  Shops  Co  bevificed  do  ly,  to  grant  their  Concur* 
•rence  in  the  faid  Vitiration,  and  thefe  Baillies  or  Magittratesare  Ordained  upon 
•filth  Defires,  to  grant  their  ette&ual  concurrence  for  ejecting  and  defiroying  all 

•  corrupt  and  infuffici  nt  Drugs  :  And  alfo  Ordaining,  that  the  Apothecaries 

•  when  required,  (hall  attend  and  affill  the  faids  Phyficians*  and  that  all  Matters 
«  of  Apothecaries  Shops  and  Chambers,  and  their  Servants  receive  the 'Vifi  tors  of 

•  the  Shops  with  all  refpccc,  and  expofe  to  their  view  all  the  Drugs  that  (hail  be 
•called  for,  and  that  upon  Oath  to  be  Admimttrate,  both  Co  them  Lives,  and 

•  Servants,  and  (hall  quietly  and  peaceably  futter  the  Drugs  that  (hail  be  found 

•  infufficiem  by  the  (aids  Phy-ficians,  to  be  ejected  and  dettroyed,  as  they  will  be 

•  Aniwerab^.  And  ficklike  Ordaining,  rhat  no  Peffon  who  had  not  then  been 

•  examined  and  admitted  by  the  Fraternity  of  Apothecaries,  be  f  offered  in  any 
•time  coming  by  the  Magi  tt  rate*  afcrefaid,  to  keep  any  Apothecaries  Shops  or 

•  Chambers/  except  fuch  nllersarly,  as  fhall  be  tryed  and  approven  by  Che  Prefi* 

•  dent  “and  Cenfors  of  die  Paid  Royal  College 

Noire  but  fuch  as  are  blinded  with  huerett  can  deny ,  that  it  is  equitable 
and julh,  that  the  Pllyficians  as  de  fafto  they  have,  fo  in  reafon  they  ought  to 
have  the  Right ,  both  of  vifiting  the  Apothecaries  Shops ,  and  examining 
themfelves;  if  they  con  fid  er ,  that  as  well  the  Law  here,  as  the  Practice  of 
all  civ  Hir’d  Nations,  has  lodg’d  the  cl  iredive  part  of  Medicines  piivatively 
in  the  Phyficiam,  and  if  fo ,  can  any -thing  be  more  juft  and  reafonable,  than 
that  the  Phyfkian  ftouldbe  a  evinc’d  and  (afisfied,  that  the  Apothecatie  tlfat 
dttpencerh  is  qualified  fo  Co  do\  and  that  the  Drugs  he  is  to  difpence  are  good 
&nd  fufficiem ;  If  it  were  other  ways  ,  both  the  Patient  and  Phyficitn  are  m 
evident  ha^ird  of  being  chested  and  abufed.  The  firtt  in  his  Health  aud  per* 
haps  his  Life,  the  other  in  his  Credit  and  Reputation;  If  any  Merchant  fhould 
ffefofc,  to  let  the  quality  of  his  Goods  be  leen  ,  would  not  the  Buyer  have  all 


•  Av  ^cafon  m  the  World  to  think  ,  that  they  were  not  tnercatabie  Wares?  But 
the  cafe  is  flili  ftronger  here  »  confidering  that  in  all  tmftakes  of  this  Nature, 
whither  oceafioned  by  the -Avarice  or  !g«iera«ce  of  the  Apothecaries ,  the  fault 
is  fare  to  be  laid  to  the  Fhyficians  door  ,  if  being  next  to  impoflible  to  find  out 
the  Apothecaries  works  of  Dafknefs$  But  it  is  impofing  upon  the  Readers  Pa-* 
Sience  to  .infill  fo  long  upon  f©  |>lain  a  Head# 

But  how  Juft  and  realonable  foever  the  vifiting  the  Shops  is,  at  the  very  mera* 
tlonlng  of  it,  fome of  the  Chirurgions  fwho  were  confcious  how  ill  their 
Shops  were. provided  with  Drugs ,  and  how  rotten  and  iophifticated  the  (mall 
pittance  that  remained  were]  were  all  in  a  Flame*  and  attacqued  feme  of  the 
Pbyficians  wkh  the  utmoft  Infolence  and  ill  Manners,  upon  that  very  account. 

And  here  1  cannot  but  regrate  the  hard  Fate  both  of  Patients  and  Phy Solans 
in  Edinburgh ,  that  of  fifty  fix  that  keep  Apothecaries  Shops  ,  there  are 
not  above  fen  that  have  given  the  leaf!  Tryal  of  ihtu  Skill ,  or  are  tinder  any 
Tye  or  Obligation  for  their  Faithfuinds  or  Honefyi  But  the  caufe  of  this  I 
ifhall  hereafter  enquire  unto.*  '  - 

I  know  thatoi  that  number  ope  or  two  are  alive  chat  were  indulged  by  the 
Decreet  of  Separation  and  fume  lew  m>re  that  were  in  a  certain  manner  fried  and 
examined  [and  fome  of  them  I  do  not  queftion  wae  fufficiendy  qualified)  hut 
it  being  before  incompetent:  judges  and  without  the  concurrence  of  the  'Physi¬ 
cians  if  Is  null  in  Law,  and  fo  ought  not  to  be  taken  notice  of*  So  that  of  the 
fifty  fix  mentioned,  there  are  only  Gx  that  were  legally  Admitted  andSworrie 
The  College  having  beenfeontrary  to  repeated  Promifes;  for  n^ar  a  year  de¬ 
layed  ,  and  at  laft  flatdy  refufed  the  Liberty  of  vifiting  the  Apothecaries  Shops, 
and  being  unwilling  then 'to  enter  in  a  Scuffle  with  the  Town  Council ,  £who 
they  knew  wouldliate  themfelves  as  parties  again fi  them]  did  refolve  ,  firft  to 
proceed  to  maintain  their  jnrifch&ion  ,  which  was  now  almoft  forgot,  by  call¬ 
ing  to  account  forae  undue  pra&ifersi 

The  firft  cafe  that  occur’d  was  ,  that  of  one  James  Taishet  a  Ghsrurgion  and 
fe}e£led  Apothecary*  who  had  not  only  pra&ifed  on  Helen  Her  tot  foi  t  con* 

*  filer  able  time  ,  by  giving  her  firft  a  fwinging  Vomit  of  Emetick  .■•Wine,  and 
(without  waiting  its  Operation  taking  a  large  quantity  of  Blood  )  then  Purg¬ 
ing- Potions,  Diet  Drinks  &et  And  at  laft  gave  a  written  Declaration  upon 
Soul  and  Gonlcience  ,  that  not  only  (he  had  gotten  Poyfoo*  but  &am*d  the 
peifon  that  had  given  it ,  and  the  manner  how  [though  not  prefent  when  ct 
was  pretended  to  have  been  done]  but  the  Baiilie  to  whom  he  gave  the*  Declara¬ 
tion,  in  commiferation  to  him  ,  ctufed  him  tranfedbe  it  and  leave  out  the  par¬ 
ticular  Circumftanoes,  and  at  laft:  notwithfianding  ©(  Mr,  ZViw&rfrfWife,  Jhoncfe 

;  Declaration  dffoitved  (mod  juftly)  the  Party  accul’d.  '  -  > 

Its  true  Mr.  ^lubet  was  (o  far  In  the  right,  that  as  L  was  Informed  her  belly  did 
fweilt  and  notwithftanding  of  the  violent  Medicines  he  gave  her  {Tor  which 
he  ought  to  have  bean  examplarly  pMnifhedJ  did  continue  fo  to  do  untill  fuM  * 
mas  Monethi'  were,-, expired,,*  "f  k. 


Mf.  had  been  advertised  beforehegave  his  Declaration  6  not  to  do  it, 

tile  the  College  would  be  obliged  to  take  notice  of  fo  evident  an  Encroach** 
menf  upon  their  Right,  but  he  both  officiouily  and  ccntemptuoufly  perfifted, 
though  after  he  gave  it,  both  were  flighted  as  they  deferv’d* 

This  being  fo  very  odious  and  unfavourable  a  thing,  the  Proficient  and  Cen* 
fors  of  the  College  caufed  cite  him  before  them,  and  a  Copy  of  Ins  Lybel  was 
font  him  with  the  Citation  9  feveral  days  before  the  day  of  his  Compearance  ® 
And  at  the  fame  time  (conform  to  the  Tenor  of  the  Phyfi clans  Patent)  a  Ma® 
glftrat  was  required  by  way  of  ! oft  ru  m  en  t  to  be  prefent ,  but  the  Magiftrat  not 
coming,  and  he  not  compearing  ®  the  P-refidei* airf  Centers  did  moft  juftly 
proceed  to  fine  him. 

Upon  his  Citation i  the  Calling  took  the  Allarm  ,  knowing  that  though  they 
were  not  fo  much  fools  as  to  give  it  under  their  hands  »  yet  that  in  effeft  they 
Were  (for  the  moft  part)  as  guilty  as  he,  however  they  called  a  meeting 
upon  this  extraordinary  occafion,  where  indeed  Mr.  Nubet  was  repri* 
manded  [not  for  pra&ififtg.  Medicine  to  before]  but  for  behfg  fuch  a  Fool 
as  to  give  a  Declaration  under  ins  hand  ,  however  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  sflift  the  Deacon  in  defending  Mr.  Ntsbet  ,  upon  pretence  of  a  former  Aft. 

This  A  (ft  by  the  heft  Information  I  could  have,  was  made  by  the  Calling  in 
favours  of  the  pe*  (bn  formerly  mentioned  to  have  been  purfoed,  and  did  nar¬ 
rate  9  6  that  behaving  been  quarrelled  by  the  College  of Phyficians lor  praftl«» 

*  ling  in  a  cafe,  which  they  judged  Chirufgiea!,  they  therefore  appointed  a 
€  Committee  to  a  (lift  him,  and  alfo  that  if  in  time  earning  any  of  the  Calling 

*  fhould  be  tBolefted  forpraftiflngin  fuch  cafes,  that  then  z  Committee  Should 
s  aflift  the  Deacon  in  defence' of  the  per  (bn  fo  purfued  :  This  is  the  fen  fa  o£ 
that  Aft  as  far  sa  I  could  learn,  it  being  very  hard  to  come  -at 'their  Books® 
to  get  a  juft  double  of  the  Aft  it  fell* 

This  A61  (if  as  it  is  narrated)  is  fomewhat  modeft ,  and  I  do  acknowledge 
carries  forne  ffiow  of  reafon  with  it ,  but  for  the  Calling  thence  to  interpofe,  and 
pretend  by  reafon  of  that  Adi,  to  defend  one  for  prafti frng  and  writing  a  De*® 
tlaration  in  a  cafe  purely  medicinal ,  is  fo  barefaced  a  Violence  and  Ufurpatioti 
upon  the  Fhy-ficians  Rights  and  Priviledges,  that  no  Society  but  themlefves 
would  have  had  the  Confidence  to  encroach  fo  tar  upon  another  Society,  but 
Ifhey  have  been  fo  accuftomed  to  ufui pother  Folks  Rights,  contrary  to  all  Re&« 
ion  arid  Law ,  and  have  hitherto  fuceeded  fo  happily  in  it,  that  nothing  is  now 
wanting  to  make  aconfummat  piece,  but  to  ravifti  the  Rights  of  the  Fhyfici* 
3i)S  likewife »  which  by  this  overt  Aft  of  the  Calling  they  have  made  manifpft# 

And  here  before  1  proceed  further,  1  muft  beg  the  Readers  patience  a  little  to

(fhofe* that  in' the  lead  feem  to -encroach  on  their  Rights*  as  (hall  hereafter  be 
plainly  made  appear ;  6  Is  it  not  very  hard  upon  the  Lieges,  that  where  a  fins  pis 
*  Apothecary  is  in  a  Familysa  Chirurgicn  mud  befent  to  for  to-let  Blood/  apply  a

\mo»  That  though  the  Phyficians  have  the  foie  Right  of  giving  internal  Me* 
dicines,  yet  fo  mode#  have  they  been  that  for  upwards  of  Twenty  years  fas 
was.  before  hinted;  no  Man  has  been  quarrelled  [and  they  cannot  but  be  confer 
ousto  themfeives,  how  much  they  have  defervMitJ  but  it  isnot  offuth  pecca¬ 
dillo's  as  are  propofed  in  the  Objection,  that  the  College  rdolves  to  take  rjotiee9 
but  the  true  import  of  the  Objection  as  it  is  propof ’d,  iv  the  College  may* 
quarrel  us  for  piactidng  in  fmal/  matters,  fuch  as  re  pea  ing,  or  ev’ri  giving  a  Vo 
mitg  or  a  Dofeof  1  hyfick,  [which  they  never  did!-  therefore  we  ought  to  have 
liberty  to  practife  on  all  perfons  and  on  all1  occafions,-  without  being  lyable  to 
Cenfure,  this  is  the  trueconfequence  as  it  is  intended* 

But  ldo»:  If  they  would  onlypractife  in  the  Cafes  propofed,  or  in  Cafes  of 
Neceiliy  or  Charity,  the  College  would  be  (o  far  from  taking  kill,  that  they 
would  heartily  thank  them  for  it, but  under  that  pretence,  to  do  all  that  they  can* 
tp  hinder  the  Phyficians  from  being  called  to  Pcrfons  of  the  beft  quality,  there* 
by  either  to  Vend  their  own  Drugs  without  controul,  or  out  of  malice  to  the 
Phyficians,  or  vanity  to  have  it  thought  that  they  know  as  much  in  Medicine  as 
they  do,  2s.  fuch  a  peice  of  infolence  and  un  juft  ice,  both  to  the  Patient  and 
Phyfician,  that  to  fuffer  them  to  go  on  at  that  rate,  would  be  fuch  unaccountable 
me  a  line  fs  as  could  never  be  Anlwered  for;  And  the  College  have  given  fuf* 
ficieiit  teftimony  qf  their  own  charitable  Inclinations  to  the  poor  by  their  week-* 
]y.  Attendance  at  their  Hall,  where  they  give  Advice  Gr*#/#  to  all  peifoog 
that  come,  (under  the  pretence  of  Poverty)  to  require  it;  But  it  is  to  be 
ffegrated  that  this  charitable  Work,  is  very  much  fruftrated  and  difappointaV 
by  the  Malice  and  uncharitable  DifpoGtion  of  feme*  who  by  exacting  of  extra¬ 
vagant  prices  for  the  Drugs,  do  thereby  as  much  as  in  them  lyes  to  e vacua t  it/ 
and  fender  kuneflfcctual,  but  ir  ishoped  that Bm&f  atemedy f»4j^ 
that  Evil* 

But  yw*  I  would  gladl  v  know  who  told  tfefcnn  thlta  Doctor  tipon  no  occa- 
fion  would  feea  Patient,  unlefs  a  Gunea  wereflip^d  in  hisPockct,  thatthit  if  - 
evidently  fake,  f  dare  appeal  to*their own  Conlcicnees,  and  t^  tte  Fatients  them* 
felves,  to  whom  thele  Objj?cf  tons  are  made.  If  any  Idiyfioian  that  *n»  a 

fiimlijrf  cither  gets  or  expects  a  Fee  ugpn  luck  caefiouv \  djd  to  »jf  &***&

’knowledge,  femal  Phyfidans  of  rny  acquaintance,  have  refuted  Money  whea,- 
offered  upon  fuch  accounts,  and  I  (ball  defire  both  them  and  the  Patients  to  re* 
member,  if  for  one  purfuit  at  the  inftance  of  a  Phyfidan  for  his  Fees,  there  be 
not  Hundreds  at  the  inftances  of  Apothecaries  and  Gbmirgibns  for  exorbitant  Ac- 
eompts,  and  practice  in  Chfeurgical  Gafts,  and  even  for  fudge  went  and  Attend* 
darir  as  they  term  it. 

A  rd  Obje&ian  that  I  have  heard  {farted,  with  feme  more  colour  of  reafon 
(though  with  no  lefs  hidden  Malice )  is  « if  the  PhyKicians  (  fay  they)  would  re- 

*  ffridTt  their  Fees,  then  the  meaneft  Tradefmcn  would  call  them,  many  being 
«  both  able  and  willing  to  give  T  wenty  fhtlltngj  Scots  [Tor  example}  to  a  Fhy» 
*fician  for  a  vifit*  that  are  either  not  &b1e  to  pay,  or  frighted  to  Death  at  the

In  Anfwer  to  this,  1  muff  tell  them  that  the  Phyfidan  $  Fees  being  Arbitrary 
on  the  parrot  the  Patient*  and  regulated  by  no  Law,  the  Phyficians  cannot^ 
until  the  Government  be  pleafed  to  regular  them,  but  the  Patient-may  pay  his 
Phyfidan  with  what  he  thinks  fir,  but  this  is  a  malicious  In  fin  nation  ofihepra- 
fifing  Chimrgions  and  Apothecaries  of  ptirpole  t©  put  off  their  own  Drugs  im 
what  quantities  they  think  fit,  fo  that  while  the  Phyfidan  is  grudg’d  a  poor  pit¬ 
tance,  the  practiftng  Gentleman  being  Umpire,  both  of  the  quantity  of  the 
Drugs  and  the  price,  makes  the  Patient  that  was  not  able  or  willing  to  call  a 
Phyfidan  for  fear  of  a  Fee,  pay  him  triple  of  what  fee  might  have  had  a  Phyfici- 
an  for,  befidesa  liberal  profire  for  his  Drugs  : ’t  is  true  there  is  no  ready  Money 
to  be  given  to  the  practicing  Chirurgion  or  Apothecary,  but  when  the  extrava¬ 
gant  Accompt  comes  in,  pay  it  the  poor  Patient  mull,  Tnfon  or  fmJwg  is  the 
feuuel,  treking  with  them  is  like  ticking  in  Sin,  fweiet'tn  the  Mouth,  but  bines 
in  the  Belly,  but  an  Accompt  of  the  exorbitant  extortion  of  feme,  of  them  la 
their  Drugs,  fhall  be  taken  notice  of  in  its  due  place*

fore  the  Sheriff  and  fined  for  Blood  letting?  Had  they  not  the  Confidence  to 
pudue  a  graduat  Fhyfician  thereupon  the  fame  Account,  and  did  threaten  to 
treat  others  at  the  fame  rate,  but  I  think  thefe  may  fuffice  /  Let  them  compare 
their  procedure  in  thele  with  that  of  the  College  againft  Mr.  JNubct ,  and  fee 
who  are  molt  blame  worthy. 

But  fince  they  are  (o  fond  of  D<iftorivng%  what  have  they  more  to  do,  btat 
either  fairly  to  fubrnit  themfelves  to  a  Trial  before  the  College  ,  and  if  they  de* 
fern  it  obtain  their  Licence  •  or  if  they  have  no  mind  to  that,  (and  I  believe 
few  of  them  will)  they  may  procuije  their  Degrees  ijn  fotiie  of  our  Univerfities* 
and  then  upon  paying  the  Dues  the  College  mud  licence  them,  and  then  we  wifi 
fee  whither  the  mighty  Pra&kethey  are  now  pofleffed  of*  proceeds  from  their 
great  Merit »  or  from  their  cheating  their  Patients  into  a  Belief,  that  they  lerve 
them  as  Decors  for  nothing  ,  though  the  exorbitant  Accompt  makes  amends 
for  the  want  of  Fees. 

But  now  I  come  to  give  an  Account  of  the  tife  of  this  ma^erful  Deaconry  t 
tnd  by  whatlteps  they  have  arrived  at  this  gigantick  Stature,  which  has  enabled 
them  moft  inhumanly  to  opprds  the  poor  barbers ,  mine  the  Apothecaries  and 
even  Pharmacy  it  {elf,  and  as  much  as  in  them  lies  grafp  at  the  cm  thing  and  ruin* 
ing  the  Phyficians ,  and  all  this  by  V  olt  ace  and  Opprdlion ,  againfl  the  Cu* 
fiom  of  all  civilized  Nation*,  againft  Law  ,  agamft  Reafon,  and  to  the  mani* 
feft  prejudice  of  theLeiges  in  'General,  a&ftul  afterwards  be  evidently  made 
^eppeaira 

But  as  the  greated  Empires  have  had  very  mean  Riles,  fo  the  CcllegUt  Dea* 
$cmy  were  by  their  Seal  of  Caufe  from  the  Town  of  hdinbtu^h  dated  the  fl 
hk  ere^ed  unto  the  humble  Deaconry  of  Chirurgion  Berbers  or  Barber 
Chirurglousvcall  them  which  you  pleaje  ,  with  a  Liberty  of  diftilling 

(which  after  near  an  hundred  years  poffdlion  the  good  Town  thought  fit  to 
jecal)  (otbat  originally  Chirurgion  Barber  os  Ba:ber*Chirurgions  they  were  and 
'Sio  more* 

Being  thus  ereSed  in  a  Deaconry,  and  confegnently  having  a  Vote  in  the 
Ete&ion  of  the  Magifhats  ,  and  being  obliged  by  the  Stz\  of  Caufe,  *  to 

*  knaw  in  whilk  member  the  Sign  had  Dominion  ,  to  give  a  Dinner  at  their  Up* 

*  fettot^e  Mailers,  and  to  take  no  Apprentices,  but  Inch  as  could  read  and 

1  writ ,  being  indued  I  fay  with  thefe  fingutar  £?ualiftcaticns  ,  they  foon  did  o» 
vertop  their  fellow  Deacon  ries ,  and  got  that  influence  in  the  Lledionof  the 
Magiftrats ,  that  upon  all  occafion*  they  were  complemented  by  them,  and 
nil  fuch  as  afpired  thereto  ,  as  the  feveraf  Ads  made  by  the  good  Town  in  their 
favours,  m  the  years  lyyy,  1641,  1^45,  *£49,  1A57,  1659, 

5660,  rf$4  and  feverafa  fmee,  fix  of  which  were  obtained  in  thgtirae  of  ufur« 
yiaiion  will  fully  evince*  * 

It’s  true,  all  thefe  Ads  have  hem  confirmed  by  different  Kings  at  fevera! 
times,  as  by  ]amss  the  fourth,  the  fixth#  Chi%Us  thefirft  in  164&,  and 

Ci^Wf/lecond  16 j c,  but  of  that  1  (hall  have  Q^cafion  to  fpeak  afterward.

joining  them  with  the  Apothecaries  to  examine  intrant  Apothecaries  $  and  fo 
^aJthrg  a  new  heferogenious  Jmployment  called  ’ChirurgiQiuApothecaries  ,  (b 
that  the-.Chirurgions  ,  that  were  in  a  condition  to  fet  up.  an  Apothecaries  Shop, 
did  profeis  Pharmacy,  and. the  Apothecaries  that  were  able  to  breath  a  Vein  3 
did  profefs  Chirurgery  ,  the  flrfl  being  ambitious  to  be  Apothecaries  as  well  as 
Chirurgions ,  as  the  others  to  be  Chirurgions  as  well  as  Apothecaries,  which 
however  was  not  univerfa! ,  feverals  of  both -  Trades  keeping  themfeives  by 
tjieir  difHncl  1 inpayments. 

r,'  And  thus  this  dragoon  Trade  commenced ,  which  has  indeed  contributed  to 
’the  enriching  themfeives ,  and  opprefling  the  Lieges,  but  is  (o  far  from  any 
ways  conducing  to  the  perfeifioning  the  Arts  of  CHirurgery  and  Pharmacy  $ 
that  as  it  has  entirely  ruined  the  left,*  To  it  will  no  ways  improve  the  firfl , *  and  ■« 
without  fetttng  up  for  2  Prophet  I  will  prefume  to  'foretell  f  that  (like  all  * 
ocher  ill-gotten  Aquiflrionsj  it  will  fall  under  its  own  weight, 

1  had  alrhofl  forgot  to  tell  that  by  this  A<fl  i6$yp\  evil  cuftofn  of  alt  Mens 
felling  and  compofing  Drugs  was  difeharged  ,  and  none  allowed  to  Tell  or  com¬ 
pete  the  feme.,  but  fuch  as  fhonJd  be  fried  and  examined  in  manner  therein  fet 
down,,  and  thereby  the  Apothecaries  were  ere6led  into  a  Fraternity. 

The  . Chirurgions  having  got  this  new  Acquifition  ,  the  fpirit  of  Avarice* 
and  OppnelTion  ,  which  always  cncreafes  wirh#~power>  put  them  upon  felling 
the  Privilcdgc  of  Barbers  ,  which  they  now  thought  too  mean  for  themfeives 
to  exetce  to  perfons  that  were  no  Chirurgions ,  they  paying  a  certain  fura  year- 
!y:  which  they  have  now  encreafed  to  that  unconldonabie  rate,  that  e^ery  f>ooe

'Barber  muft  pay  five  Hundred  Jkferb  at  his  Vpfeti  befides  quarter  Afcompfs* 

*  yet  neither  their  Children  nor  Apprentices  have  any  Privilege  by  it  *  which  in 
every  other  Trade-  is  allowed. 

The  next  thing  they  did  was  to  perfecute  fuch  Apothecaries »  as  would  not 
.yfubjebfc  therofelves  to  their  Rules  5  the  method  they  us’d  was  without  Citation 
or order  of  Law  *  to  fetid  a  Town  Officer,  and  feize  and  drag  them  before  a 
Raillie,  and  fbmmarly  demand  they  might  either  be  lent  to  Frifon  *.  .or  'Depone 
if  they  had  operated  in  Chirurgery  ,  without  determining  either  the  perfon  u- 
pen  whom*  or  when  the  Operation  Was  performed ,  or  what  it  was,  and  fc 
plainly  to  depone  fuper  mqmrendif. 

Thus  th^y  continued  until!  in  anno  ifiSi,  Joeing  refolved  to  treat  one  Patrick, 
Cunningham  a  fimple  Apothecary  with  the  fame  .Sauce ,  he  being  a  fiurdy  ftoma- 
ched  Fellow,  and  almoft  defperate  with  their  continual  Opprdhons >  didraife 
an  Advocation  (with  the  concurrence  of  feverals  of  his  fellow  Apothecaries) 
from  the  Magiftrates ,  before  whom  he  was  purfued  ,  and  a  T^eaufttetu  and 
Declarator  of  their  pretended  Rights  which  gave  rife  to  the  famous  Decreet  efSe* 
paragon,  then  which  there  was  never  a  Caule  *  fince  the  Ere&ion  of  the  College 
of  juftice*  pleaded  with  greater  Heat  and .  Eloquence  [as  will  appear  to  any  bo- 
dy  that  will  beat  the  pains to^perufe  the  Decreet]  Sir  (jeorge  Mckewe-)  Sir  ]obn 
Linder  [now  Lord  F omtmhaii)  and  Mr,  Cohn  Mcfcn&se  appearing  for  the  Chi* 
Sii'fgioflS  «  and  Sir  George  Lockhart  ^  Sir  J  obn  Dihum  pie  (afterwards  the  great 
Earl  of  Starrs)  and  Mr.  (now  Sir)  David  Lunmngh am  for  the  Apothecaries,® 
where  all  that  could  be  aiiea^ed  by  the  Eloquent  Sir  George  Mcken&ei  and  the 
Learned  Srr  fohn  Louder  being  Repelled ,  the  Lords  having  fully  confidered,  ajil 
the  Debates  and  Papers  and  Rights  bi*c  wde  founded  on »  did  mod  folemnly 
^nd  juftly  Find  and  Declare*  *  that  the  imployments  of  Chirurgery  and  Phar« 
«xnacy  being  two  difh»&  Imployments*,  and  both  requiring  a  great  deal  of  care 

•  and  knowledge *  (hould  hereafter  within  the  City  or  Edinburgh ,  and  Liberties 

•  thereof  be  exerc’d  by  di(Un&  perfons*  and  that  one  and  the  fame  perfon* 

•  fhouH  not  exercife  or  be  im ployed  in  both  Imployments  5  And  albeit  that  Ghi- 
•nirgions  may  buy  and  fell  fim  pies  as  any  Drugift  or  Merchant  may  do,  and 

#  compound  fuch  Drugs ,  as  are  necefary  for  Chirurgical  and  External  Applies- 

*  tkrns »  yet  that  they  cannot  compound  any  Medicament  to  be  internally  taken 
t  by  the  Mourh;  and  the  then  Chirurgion  Apothecaries  who  were  a£lual1y  Ma* 
•fiers,  and  did  a&ually  keep  Shops  then  within  Edmburgh  9  were  excepted 
4  therefrom  during  their  Lifetime*  and  decerned  the  (aids  Chirurgion  Apothe-

•day,  the  faids  Lords  decerned  them  to  fit  only  at  the  Chirurgions  Table*  as 
«  theddtft  and  firfi  cre<Sed  Trade  *  and  the  faids  Lords  did  find  ,  that  no  Ma=» 
«  fier  fhould  thereafter  take  Prentices  to  make  them  Freemen  in  Edinburgh ,  m 
;  jpy  of  the  faids  two  Employments,  except  that  at  which  they  fit  at  the  Table  and 
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*  that  all  Ptenfiees  then  cnteired  ,  to  be  free  only  inthatlfsploynaent  arid  Trade 
•of  which  their  Matters  fits  at  the  Table, 

In  Obedience  to  this  Inter  ioefuttor^  John  Joyffe  did  ffiike  his-Efedioii  to  fit  at 1 
the  Apothecaries  Table;  And  to  this  Inter ioejustor9  the  Lords  did  adhere  after 
feveral  Petitions  presented  by  the  Chirurgion -Apothecaries,  which  *  were  all  re* 
fus’d  by  the  Lords,  and  the  Decreet  ordained  to  be  Extradled, 

But  before  I  proceed,  1  mutt  take  notice  of  two  Objections*  (though  they 
fcarce  deferve  that  name ;  And  the  fir  ft  is,  (fay  they)  *  this  Decreet  was  pro* 

« nounced  without  any  other  reafon,  than  the  Declaration  of  the  Phyficians  of* 

*  whom  the  Lords  asked  Advice :  But  that  this  is  entirely  falfe,  will  evidently  ap* 
pear,  t®  any  that  will  be  at  the  pains  to  confult  the  Decreet  it  felly  for  this  In* 
vsrlocjmtQT  was  pronounced  by  the  Lords  tn  termmi  as  fetdowo*  before  ever  the 
Phyficians  Opinions  were  asked,  as  doth  appear  from  the  end  of  psge  iy,~  and 
beginning  of  page  iS  of  the  Printed  Decreet,  and  there  is  not  one  word  oftak* 
ing  any  Opinion  of  the  Phyficians,  but  upon  feme  new  Debates  aiifing,  as  is  evi¬ 
dent  from  page  ix  of  the  f$d  Deere et*  * 

The  fecond  is  as  falfe  and  far  more  unmannerly,  for  fay  they  « this  Decreet 
®wa$  obtained  by  the  great  sntereft  of  the  Phyficians  with  the  Land-Mercat 
f  Club  [as  they  civily  term  it]  at  that  time,  feveral  of  them  being  either  fo  nearly 
1  related  in  Blood,  or  in  fo  firidl  correfpondence  with  the  Phyficians,  that  they 
•would  refufe  them  nothing  :  This  ought  not  to  have  been  mentioned,  but/ 
for  the  handle  they  make  of  it,  but  the  badnefsjof  their  Caufe,  forces  them  like 
People  drowning,  to  catch  at  any  thing  :  But  that  this  Decreet  was  pronunced 
upon  the  foreft  foundatious  of  Law  and  Juftice,  is  evident  by  the  Lords  f® 
fteadily  adhering  to  it,  after  all  thefe  Lords  againft  whom  thefe  unmannerly  re-* 
ftefiions  were  made,  were  either  Dead,  or  removed  from  the  Bench, 

But  that  I  may  follow  ray  defign  the  more  clearly,  1  mutt  beg  theReaders  pardon 
fo  go  back  a  little,  and  take  notice,  that  the  then  Chirurgion  Apothecaries  being 
informed, !  that  th^re  was  a  Patent  defigned  for  Ere&mg  a  College  of  Phyfici¬ 
ans  in  Edwhargb ,  they  to  be  beforehand  with  them  did  obtain  one  to  themfdves, 
(dated  at  New- Men  At  16  September  16B1)  juft  two  Moneths  before  that  of  the 
Phyficians*  a  Copy  of  which  having  fallen  into  my  hands :  :  I  mu  ft  beg  leave  t®

the  Great  Seal,  asVd  then  contains  a  Oaufc  feting  forth  their  great  Merits.

§  and  Chirurgion  Apothecaries,  and  their  Bairns  and  Apprentices  &c*  But  life*

6  their  CerCificats  liccnfing  for  -  that  effedf  :  And  further  recommends  to,  and 
8  Ordains  the  Magiftrats  to  Pt  ote&y  and  Maintain  them  in  ail  their  Rights,  &e* 

I  fear  I  have  wearied  my  Reader  ( as!  am  fufficiently  my  fclf )  with  this  long 
Tranfcript,  But  I  could  not  poffibly  make  the  Remarks  1  am  about  to  make  faf, 
ficiently  under  flood,  without  doing  fo„ 

The  fir  ft  obferve  1  make  [pacing  by  the  Airs  they  give  themfelvcs  fit  the 
Beginning  of  it]  is  thatiin  all  this  Patent  their  Ancient  Friends  and  Origins! 
Companions,  the  Barbers  are  entirely  left  out,  as  too  mean  Company  for  a  CqII&* 
gnt  Society, fp  that  they  having  betaken  themfelves  to  thek  Original  Conftitufioa, 
v  &  the  A6fc  fa  Chirurgion  Apothecary  having  never  been  heard  of  bg® 
fore  that  time]  l  hope  the  SealofCaufe  i^cy,  and  all  the  A6ds  fubfequent  there® 
to  Inclusive  to  the  i6pj  are  left  entire  to  the  honeft  Barbers,  there  being  no 
Chirurgion  Barbers  that  i  know  of  extant,  fo  that  the  Deaconry  devolves  to  - 
fehem  as  the  only  Heirs,  the  Chirurgion  Apothecaries  being  only  anew  EreAion* 
My  ad.  Obferve  is,  of  the  great  ftrertg* h  of  reafon  made  ufe  of,  <  in  deriving  their 

*  Skill  and  Reputation  in  Chirurgy  from  their  skill  and  knowledge  in  I  harmacy^ 
this  is  indeed  (iiblime,  the  knowledge  of  the  fituadon  of  the  Parrs,  the  Pofidofi 
oi  the  Blood  VeffLls*  the  Articulations,  the  manner  of  Amputations,1*  reftorlng 
of  Diflocations  & c  depend  upon  the  knowledge  of  compounding  Electuaries* 
Pills,  ‘  Syrups,  Diftilling  Waters,  making  Chymical  Frocefles  and  {uch  ike,  arc  - 
mot  the  p  >  )t  ignorant  Chir  irgions  in  France, England,  FdolUnd,  and  in  a  word  all 

World  over#  mightily  to  be  pitied*  w  hot  never  thought  upon  (uch  a  way  of 


•  Improving' them felves  in  their  Trade,  rheyatwayes  thought  fuch  things*  Ob « 
Hades  and  Lets,  rather  than  Helps  and  Affiflances,  in  their- knowledge  oi  Chi* 
rurgery,  for  my  part  I  alwayes  thought  that  the  lefs  extenfive  the  Science  or 
Trade  was,  that  any  Man  applyed  himfdf  to,  he  could  be  the  more  skilled  in 
what  he  prof  died  5  And  1  believe  that  was  one  great  reafon  why  Fhyficians  have 
generally  abandoned  the  praftife  ofChirurgy  and  Pharmacy*  but  I  find  I  have 
been  in  a  mighty  miliake,  for  if  a  Man  fliould  be  a  Hat-maker,  Periwig-  maker* 
Weaver,  1'aylor,  and  Shooe^maker,  and  fo  furnifh  every  thing  fit  for  wearing* 
Or  Wright,  Maion  Sclater,  Plummer,,  Plailerer  and  Smith,  and  fo  make  eve* 
ry  thing  that  were  fit  for  Building  and  furniftiing  a  Houfe,  lie  would  be  much, 
more  knowing  in  each,  then  ifhefboufd  fpend  all  his  Lifetime  in  perfe&ionat® 
ing  himfeli  in  any  one  of  them,  it  was  c©inmonly  thought  that  he  that  was  cm 
gmmbus  altqntd,  was  ex  toto  mfo(9  but  it  was  a  general  miftake,  and  the  World  is 
cxtre&dy  obliged  to  the  Coflegiat  Deacon ry  for  fo  happy  a  Difcovery. 

My  Obterve  is,  That  the  Conjun&ion  of  the  Trades  having  brought 
both  (as  isalleaged  in  the  Patent;  to  a  very  great  perfection,  one  would  have 
thought  that  in  coniequence  of  the  former  ciaufe,  no  Man  fhoUld  have  been  ad* 
emitted  a  Chirurgion,  but  he  that  had  given  previous  proof  oi  his  Skill  in  Phar« 
macy ;  7 heir  great  sfal  in  Cbtiurgety  mjing  from  shnr  knowledge  in  ‘Pharmacy* 
How  come  they  then  to  admit  foiue  Ghirurgions  who  have  been  rejected  for 
unfufficiency  at  their  Tryalsas  Apothecaries?  H®w  comes  it  that  at  the  very 
lime  when  this  Patent  was  procured*  fo  very  few  of  them  had  given  any  proof 
of  their  Skill  in  Pharmacy  1  How  comes  It  that  to  this  Hour  two  thirds  of 
them  [allowing  the  created  ones  of  the  number]  have  never  entered  Apothe* 
carieSs  though  it  be  from  that  they  derive  the  moil  lucrative  part  of  the  double 
Employments  So  that  with  a  great  deal  of  Truth  1  may  freely  invert  the  Fro* 
pofidon,  and  conclude  that  the  Conjunction  of  the  Trades  has  entirely  ruined 
Pharmacy  and  no  wayes  improves  Chirurgery. 

My  next  and  Qtb  Obterve  is,  That  by  this  Patent,  all  fuehas  were  then  adk 
mteted  Chirurgions,  were  without  any  Tryal  as  Apothecaries  authorifed  to  ex* 
erce  both  Employments  of  Chirurgery  and  Pharmacy,  exprefly  cantrary  both  to 
the  narrative  of  this  Patent  [their  great  skill  in  Chirurgery  being  faid  to  arife 
from  their  knowledge  in  Pharmacy]  and  £0  their  own  darling  Act  of  the  Tbyvo 
Council  \6$j%  whereby  all  Peffons  were  difcharged  to  fell  or  compound  Drugs* 
but  fuehas  had  been  Cryed  aiid  examined,  and  thus  they -play  tad  and  loofe  as 
their  Humors  and  Interefts  lead  them,  but  though  feme  of  thefe  Patentees,  were 
I  doubt  not  fufficiently  qualified  as  Apothecaries  [and  fo  needed  not  to  have 
fear’d  to  have  flood  their  Tryal]  yet  it  Is  evident  beyond  contradiction,  that  no 
lefs  than  Creadon  [which  is  (rtduftio-reicxmlHld^  could  have  entituled  others  of 
them  to  it. 

My  Fifth  Obferve  is,  That  they  allume  to  thcrhfelves  the  foie  Power  of  No- 
ralnating  Vifitors  to  the  Apothecaries  Shops,  not  only  excluding  the  Fhyficians> 
but  even  their  Trullee  and  well  Beloved  the  MagifiraXes  of  E dtnbwgb,  one  would 
have  thought  thattaey  could  nmifeavedefigned to  have  wrong’d  fo  very  -good 
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Wends*  bttf  no.  matter*.  let  a  Friend  go  with  a  Foes  providing  the  Collegia* 
Deacomy  gain  by  it. 

However  the  Town  Council,  how  obfequioiis  (o  ever  in  other  things,  could 
nqt  let  this  inaroachtnent  of  the  Incorporation  pafs*  without  fome  mark  of  Re* 
fentment:  And  did  therefore  order  tSir.  fofcn  H&U ,  who  was  their  Eeprcfenta« 
five  In  Parliament  to  proteft  agaioft .  the  palling  their  Ratification ,  which  was 
done  by  him  and  the  fame  recorded  accordingly. 

The  /'hyOcians  Patent  comes  next  to  be  explained  and  that  brings  me  to 
my  fixth  Obferve*  and  here  theuleful  glofs  of  O tietm  mud  be  made  ule  cf9 
dearly  to  defray  the  Text. 

By  the  Phyfictans  Patent  the  curing  of  Difeafes  originally  internal  as  contra,* 
ili(Hn&  to  Fractures,  Diflocatioos  &c .  are  declared  to  belong  to  the  Phyficians*. 
and  here  they  make  their  Majefties  raoft  kindly  ( to  [hem)  explain,  that  the  lesife 
is*  that  all  Diftempers  ariflng  from  External  Caufes,  and  the  Accidents  thereof* 
whether  the  Remedie  Co  be  Adminiftrat  be  External  or  internal  are  the  adeauat 
ffobjedt  of Chirurgical  Operation,  and  properly  belong  to  the  Chirurgion  Apo* 
thecarys  Why  ?  A  Man  by  catching  Cold  fails  in  a  Decay,  by  overhearing  him- 
lelf  or  Drinking  too  much  falls  in  a  Ftaver,  by  a  nasfc  r  une  of  a  Female  Friend 
catches  aClap,  a  Pox  or  To,  b/  riding  in  a  Rainy  day  gets  a  Rhumarifm,  or  an 
Angina*  fand  I  could  inflauce  a  hundred  more,  the  mofl  part  of .  Difeafes  inci¬ 
dent  to  Humane  Bodies  arifing  from  External  Caufes;  why  are  not  ail  thefe  the 
adequat  fubjetSfc  of  Chirurgical  Operation,  . 

It  Is  very  true  that  herds  Work  enough  car  v5d  out  for  the  Colleglat  Deaeonrv^ 
but  the  pitiful  Colleglat  Doctor,  may  even  fit  and  pick  his  Teeth  at  JHome,  but 
to  /peak  lea  ioufly,  does  not  fuch  Language  look  rather  like  Men  raving  in  a  Fea- 
W,  than  in  cold  Blood  and  in  their  Strifes  a ,  mofl  admirable  Explication  of 
the  Phyficians  Patent,  and  moft  juft  and  equal  limits,  to  take  in  the  whole  practife 
of  Phyflclt  within  the  Chirurgion  Apothecaries  Encjofure,  and  all  judges  and 
ILeiges  having  been  required  to  interpret  the  fame  in  their  behaU,  the  poor 
Doctors  would  have  been  in  a  in  oft  lamentable  Condition,  if  the  Incorporation 
out  of  their  innate  Juflice  andgenerofit;,  had  not  Inlert  a  Claufein  the  Ratificati* 
©n  of  their  Patent,  falvimg  all  the  lights  and  Privileges  formerly  granted  to  the 
College  of  Pkjfictanj* 

My  feventh  Obferve  ise  *  That  the  M.agift rates  of  'Edinburgh  are  Ordained  fo 
*  be  the  judges  in  the  fir  A  mftance  in  all  Cent  rover  fies  betwixt  them  and  the* 

4  Phyficians,  they  being  the  molt  natural  and  unconcerned  judgesin  inch  Cafes  off 
s their  Burghers. 

Every  word  of  this  is  admirable,  for  either  the  fenje  is  that  the  College  of 
Phyflcians  are  their  Burghers,  which  they  heartily  difclaim,  and  Is  evidently 
falfe*  or  that  the  MagiArates  of  tdtnhurgl^  are  theTnoft  natural  and  tuncesv* 
concerned  Judges  betwixt  their  own  Burgeflcs  and  others,  which  Is  both  falfe 
and  ridiculous,  they  having  fhown  themltlves  nioft  partial  to  themi  and  unjufe 
toothers*  in  all  Cafes  that  ever  occun’d,  although  betwixt  them  and  other 
Burghers,  even  to  the  open  contempt  of  the  Lore’s  of  Sdlious  Authority,  as  has. 

been* 


been  already  made  evident:  But  the  Deaconiy  had  felt  the  hea vine/s  of  rfieir 
Lordfhips  hands  already »  fo  that  they  are  here  fairly  excluded  as  incompetent ' 
judges*  and  the  Privy  Council  contrary  to  all  Cuftoro  and  Law  impewered  tb 
determine  ultimately  and  definitively  *  but  l  hope  for  all  this  the  Lords  of 
Seilion  wiil  not  decline  themfelves  though  they  be  hereby  fairly  declined, 

*  They  are  next  complimented  with  the  4  foie  power  of  trying  intrant  Apo* 

1  thecaries,  and  (that  it  may  not  be  forgotten  it  being  twice  fet  down)  vifir- 
« ing  the  Apothecaries  Shops,  and  that  none  fhall  praflile  in  Chirurgery  or 
4  Pharmacy  upon  humane  Bodys  dead  "or  alive  in  Edinburgh ,  and  eight  Shires 
4  round  ,  unlcfs  licenfed  by  them  *  and  ordains  the  Magiftrates  of  Ldmbwgb  to 

•  protedh  and  maintain  them  ill  their  Right. 

As  to  the  vifidng  of  the  Shops  1  have  notic’d  it  already,  *nd  for  their  af¬ 
firming  the  foie  power  of  trying  intrant  Apothecaries,  Its  but  a^ing  the  fame 
part  m  encroaching  on  all  occafi  ns  upon  the  Phyficuns  and  to  their  power 
jobbing  them  of  their  Right. 

As  for  the  power  they  are  vefted  with  in  licenfing  fuch  as  fhall  pra&ife  Chi* 
turgery  or  Pharmacy  in  Edinburgh  and  the  eight  adjacent  Shires ,  on  Human 
Bodys  dead  or  alive  *  for  the  firft  part ,  1  do  not  well  underftand  it ,  never 
having  before  heard  of  pradhfing  Pharmacy  on  dead  Bodys:  And  as  to  the  ex* 
tent  of  their  Jurifdnffion  ,  let  the  Shires  and  Burghs  concerned  fee  to  that  iho* 
it  looks  a  little  odd,  that  one  of  the  Trades  of  Edinburgh ,  fhould  have  Jurif* 
didion  not  only  beyond  the  Priviledges  Of  the  Burgh  of  which  they  are  a  part, 
but  over  other  Royal  Burghs ;  But  perhaps  this  is  to  pave  the  way  for  other 
Trades  fo  do  the  fame  ,  the  Magiftrates  of  Edinburgh,  being  ordained  to  Pro- 
te£t  and  Maintain  them  therein  ,  although  they  were  fufficiently  fecure  of  the 
Magiftrates  Favour  a*nd  Protedfion  as  long  as  they  have  fo  paramount  a  Vote  in 
their  Ele&ion, 

This  Patent  having  clandcftinely  paft  the  SeaTs,  the  next  pull  was  to  get  it 
ratified  in  Parliament,  for  now  the  College  of  I  hyfieians  took  the  Allatm  ,  a 
great  part  of  it  being  defigned  to  evacuate  the  Rights  and  Priviledges  formerly 
granted  to  the  Phyficians  \  So  that  to  get  rid  of  them  ,  they  were  forc’d  very 
aukwarcHy ,  and  very  much  againft  their  Inclination  to  infert  a  Claufe  in  the 
Ratification  falving  [as  I  have  before  notic'd}  all  the  Rights  and  Priviledges 
formerly  granted  to  the  College  of  PhyfidanS. 

But  flill  the  fimple  Apothecaries  with  the  Decreet"  of  Separation  were  upon 
their  hands,  they  had  raifed  the  Hue  and  Cry  that  this  new  Patent,  was  a 
plain  breach  of  the  Claim  of  Right,  and  an  Invaficnof  their  Property  &u  And 
here  (ome  Tour  of  Leger  de-nmn  was  necefFary,  which  wai  performed  with 
a  great  deal  of  honefty  on  both  parts. 

There  were  at  this  time  only  three  fimple  Apothecaries  keeping  Shops  that 
had  been  admitted  in  the  Terms  of  the  Decreet  of  Separation,  them  they  jugle 
with,  and  one  of  the  Chirurgions  gives  them  an  Obligation  under  the  pe* 
nalty  of  five  Thoufand  Aderh  to  get  them  admitted  Chnurgions  without 
Examination  or  paying  any  thing ,  and  withali  fhowkl  them  a  fubfcrivedCom- 
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ciiffion  (t>oth  which  are  yet  extant)  from  ten  of  the  tnofl  leading  eminent  Men 
ief  the  Calling,  the  Bait  took,  the  Apothecaries  Petition  was  takenupthe 
fame  day  that]  the  Ratification  was  to  be  prefented  in  Parliament,  and  no 
body  appearing  a  jainftit ,  it  paft  of  courfe,  but  the  honeft  Gentlemen  wh« 
had  thus  betrayed  the  Caufe ,  were  deferyedly  flighted  and  laugh’d  at,  and 
•femain.  in  a  literal  fenfe  f  tuple  jdpotbectfici  to  this.day  %  though  more  then  ten 
years  be  fincedapftd* 

Things  being  brought  thus  far,  the  neKt  ftep  was  to  put  the  Tatent  in  Execu¬ 
tion,  and  to  that  end  fome  that  keep’d  Apothecaries  Shops,  but  were  not  legally 
■admitted,  were  dealt  with  to  enter  in  the  Terms  of  the  Patent,  and  the  In¬ 
corporation  prevailed  with  the  Town  Council  their  never  tailing  Friends,  to 
an  Order  to  (hut  up  the  Shops  of  fuefi  as  fhould  refute ,  but  feme  of  them 
bavins  Sufpended  upon  undenyable  grounds  of  Equity  and  Law,  the  Chirurgi- 
onsralfed  Redu&ion of  the  Deereet  of  Separation,  but  finding  it  impoffible 
to  prevail*  they  thought  to  get  by  Surpiiie  what  they  cou!d  never  obtain  in 
Juft icc,  by  prefentisig  an  A6f  of  Parliament  declaring  that  the  Profeflion  of 
Chirurgery  and  Pharmacy  may  be  joyned  in  the  fame  perfon  ,  but  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  having  given  in  a  Petition  againfi  it ,  they  were  fain  to  let  it  fall,  and 
-reft  upon  that  broken  Reed  their  new  Patent,  which  they  have  made  ufe  of 
for  perfecting  the  Gardiners  of  Fife  and  others,  for  blood  letting  (to  the  no 
frdall  refentment  of  the  Gentry  there;  and  to  find  i he  learned  D  (ffor  U  tndiay 
duely  qualified  ,  to  pradfife  Chirurgery  and  Pharmacy  upon  humane  bodies 

dead  or  klive.  ...  ,  « 

Its  true  :hey  got  a  Ratification  of  all  their  former  Rights  in  1670,  and  a  Ra¬ 
tification  of  this  Patent  which  pafVd  by  the  ways  .and  means  narrated  >  and  af¬ 
terwards  Letters  of  Publication  from  the  Privy  Council ,  but  its  as  true, 
that  Ratifications  ttbu  novt  jmn  ttibunnt ,  and  that  the  Act  (alvo  jure  always 
leaves  them  open  *  if  any  body  be  injured  ;  And  the  I^ords  had  no  refpc<5c  to 
their  Ratification  1670 ,  when  they  pronounced  the  Decreet  of  Separation., 
and  Adis  fubPeauent  thereto :  And  as  to  the  Letters  of  Publication  ,  its  as-evi- 
d^nt  they  were  obtained  bv  furprife  and  parte  waudttan  the  Apothecaries 
ina  never  been  called  to  objrclV  So  that  its  plain  beyond  com  rad  id  ion  5  that 
neither  the  interaft  of  private  perlons  nor  the  A £1  of  Council  formerly  menti¬ 
oned  idifcharging  them  to  prefent  any  'Gift  to  the  King,  tinlefs  it  had  hr  een 
examined  by  the  Privy  Council)  were  ever  in  view ,  and  that  both  t  e 
Kings  granting  the  Patent ,  and  the  Privy  Councils  granting  the  Letie  s  » 

publication  were  nieerly  upon  Mifrcprelentation.  f 

•  Having thus  trac'd  the  Collect  'Dtacomy  from  ifs  firft  Rife/0  this  pretent 
time,  1  come  next  toconfider  it  the  conjoining  thetwo  V  tabes ,  e  or 
heneHte  and  advantage  of. the  Lieges*  fiat  before  I  come  to  ddculs  this  point,  I 
mart  fir  ft  take  notice,  that  as  the  Gonjun&ion  is  againft  the  Cuftoms  ot  all  ci¬ 
vilized  Nations,  fo  it  is  sgainft  tlie  whole  Tenor  of  ourotd  Laws,  none  e- 
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own  nature,  are  like  Ways  exerced  by  different  perfons,  and  particularly  Chi- 
irurgery  and  Pharmacy  were  fo*  untill  the  ferefaid  confufion  cf  them  in  the 
times  of  confufion.  But  to  proceed, 

That  the  conjundHon  ofChirurgery  and  Pharmacy  is  prejudicial  to  the  Lieges 
and  implies  m  it  felf  a  plain  inconfiftency ,  is  evident  to  any  perfbn  that 
will  beat  the  pains  to  confider,  that  thereby  their  lives  are  greatly  en* 
daogered ,  unlefs  the  fame  perfon  could  be  in  two  places  at  once , 
fbr  how  can  he  be  in  h\s  Shop  ^apothecary ,  over  feeing  the  difpencing  of 
the  PhyGcians  Receipts  as  lie  ought  to  do,  and  at  the  fame  time  qua  Ghirurgi- 
on  in  the  remoteft  part  in;|he  Town,  or  perhaps  in  the  Country  performing 
Cbkurgical  Operations  which  cannot  fuffer  delay  ;  Of  neceffity  he  nurft  either  • 
neglect  the  one  or  the  other ,  or  at  the  beft  he  mnft  truft  the  difpenfinghis  Drugs 
£the  ChirurgicaLpart  he  mull  perform  himfelf  j  to  fome  ignorant  or  roguiflT 
Apprentice,  who  orchnarly  puts  in  Quids  for  Quosf  as  his  Caprice  di& ats,  fome 
of  the  Mafters  not  being  overftockM  with  Dnfgs  j  And  thus  the  Patient  rifquei  * 
his  Life,  and  the  Phyfician  his  Reputation ,  But  as  the  Lieges  are  evidently  : 
prejudged  by  it,  fo  they  have  nor  the  lead  advantage »  they  paying  as  much'* 
to  them  foTthdr  Drugs  as  Apothecary ,  and  as  much  for  any  thing  relating  t&? 
Chirurgery,  as  if  they  imjployed  a  different- per  ion  for  each',  and  are  vaftly 
worfe  ferv’d  to  the  boot. 

That  the  Conjondhon  is  convenient  to  themfelVes  I  do  not  queftion,'  their* 
gain  being  rhexeby  doubled,  and  the  great  Eftates  fome  of  them  have  made  in  a  f 
fhort  time,  do  plainly  evince  irs  for  being  payed  qua  Apothecary  and  qua  Chi*' 
rtirgion  (and  fbm&of  them  very  angry  if  not  payed  qua  D©<Sor  too)  it"  is 
no  wonder  •  that  their  Incomes  are  confidera-ble.  7/  * 

And  fare  the  Bait  muff  be  fweet*  that  could  tempt  fome  of  the  fimple  'j$p<& 
thecanes,  not  only  to  pay  a  confiderable  Sum  of  Money,'  (fome  of  them  an  hun¬ 
dred  pound  tterhnq )  but  contrary  to  their  Oaths,  fome  of  which  Subfcribed  with" 
their  Hands  are  yet  extant,  to  enter  Chirurgioxis  :  Whereby  the  great  Gains  ' 
they  have  formerly  made  has  fo  encreafed  their  Number,  that  to  make  them  alp 
live,  there  muff  be  a  Grange  extortioning  of  the  Lieges,'  fo  that  *tis  no  extraor¬ 
dinary  thing  to  charge  half  a  Crown  for  a  Menuriat  "Bolus  not  worth  three  half 
Pennies,  a  Crown  for  ane  Emulfion  not  worth  a  groat,  a  Crown  or  {omftiiiwgji 
for  a  Pint'  of  Decoftion  of  iarfa ,  nor  worth  above  Ten  pence, Fourty  pence,  or  Font 
(hillings  fievlwg  for  a  drop  weight  of  Jefuns  Powder  (and  that  to  tre  repeated  once? 
in  two  Hours)  when  an  Ounce  was  to  be  fold  for  lets  then  fifteen  pence,  which 
cncreales  the  price  of  it  to  three  pound  four  (hillings  fferltng,  thus  in  an  Accompt? 
Two  thoufand  (even  hundred  pound  Soots  for  DecoPhon  of  Sarfa^  three  pounds 
Sterling  for  a  Pint  of  Lowers  bitter  TmHure  have  been  charged  and'  payed; 
Twenty  pound  fieri  for  a  coutfe  of  Mercury  that  coft  not  Ten  (hillings,  Twelve 
,  hundred  Merles  for  a  Clap,  And  if  any  of  theie  Matters  of  FadF  be  contraverted 
Chapter  and  Leaf  fh  all  be  cited  :  This  is  no  ways  defign’d  to  be  charged  upon* 
their ‘whole  So  qktyr  there  being-  honeft  juft  eonfcieiwfous-  Men  anaongft  the*^ 
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but  that  fGtftecffe&Ual  methods  may  be  fallen  upon  to  hinder  fuch  Abufes  for 
flte  Future. 

The  Reader  will  certainly  think  that  this  is  Extortion  with  a  Witnefs,  but 
though  this  Exrortion  be  tlill  continued,  yet  it  has  brought  their  Ruine  alongft 
with  it,  for  others  who  have  as  litle  Right  to  be  Apothecaries  as  they,  feeing  the 
great  Gain  they  made,  have  h  crouded  into  Edinburgh,  and  its  Suburbs,  that 
whereas  not  many  years  ago,  there  were  not  above  Twenty,  there  are  now  near 
Sixty  that  keep  Apothecaries  Shops  in  it,  which  is  a  va ft  difproportion  to  what 
Do&or  Pit  Obferves  in  other  parts,  that  Hamburg  has  but  one,  Stockholm 
and  Copenhagen  Four  or  Five,  and  Pdw  that  vut  with  London  for  number  of 
Inhabitants,  but  Fifty  Due  Apothecaries. 

It  is  certain  when  any  Trade  is  overftock’t  with  Number,  thofe  who  are  of 
Tt,  muft  either  invade  the  Bufinefs  of  other  Men,  or  ftrive  to  raife  the  prices  of 
their  own  Work  or  Commodities,  and  of  both  the fe,  the  Patient  and  Phyfician 
have  but  too  great  realbn  to  complain, and  they  are  the  plain  and  obvious  reafons 
of  the  longing  defirethey  have  after  the  pra&ice  of  Medicine, for  while  they  make 
the  Patient  think,  they  are  very  kind  in  feeing  him  Jo  often,  without  any  fee, 
the  Do&rizing  Chirurgion  or  Apothecaries  main  d  fign  is  to  run  up  a  long 
Accornpt  which  will  procure  him  a  greater  coufiderat ion  for  his  Advice  and 
Attendance,  than  twice  a  Phyficians  Fee  would  have  amounted  to,  for  whatever 
the  Accornpt  comes  to,  one  half  may  be  at  lead,  deduced  lor  Advice  and  At¬ 
tendance,  and  yet  the  remaining  hair  doth  hr i rig  him  more  profite  for  his  Me-* 
diciiis,  than  what  any  other  Trade  would  reckon  a  rcafonable  Gain. 

ft  is  evident  from  what  I  have  fa  d,  that  the  practice  of  fhyfick  in  E din* 
burgh,  is  in  a  moft  miserable  Condition,  *s  well  in  refpedt  to  the  Patient  as  to  the. 
Phyfician. 

It  is  butreafonable  then,  that  1  proceed  ro  tell  what  1  think,  the  Caufes  from 
which  it  has  proceeded,  which  1  fhall  doas  briefly  as  poftib^..  and  then  propofe 
fuch  remedies  as  1  think  would  moft  conduce  to  the  curing  of  this  overgrown 

Diftemper.  - 

The  hr  ft  and  great  Caufe  then  that  1  Chall  mention,  is  the  illegal  unprecedented 
arid  oppreftive  Conjun&ion  of  the  Callings  which  has  occaftoned  the  intire 
Xuine  of  fharmacy  in  this  place.  -  •  — 

i.have  formerly  taken  notice  that  of  near  Sixty  that  keep  Apothecaries  Shops 
}n  Edinburgh  and  its  Suburbs,  not  a  filth  part  have  given  the  leaft  Specimen  of 
their  Knowledge  in  Pharmacy,  much  lefs  aie  under  any  Obligation  to  difpence 
the  Phyficians  Receipts  faithfully. 

That  this  is  occafior.ed  by  the  unhappy  Conjunction  is  evident,  for  the  Chi- 
rurgions  having  by  the  Temptation  of  greater  Gains  engag’d  feveral  of  the 
Apothecaries  to  enter  with  them,  and  pay  conflderable  Sums  for  their  Freedom* 
they  have  not  only  thereby  ftrengthened  themfelve$,but  weakened  and  enervated 
the  Ample  Apothecaries,  thefe  that  have  fo  entered  being  obferved  to  prove  the 
moft  fierce  and  mveterate  Enemies  to  their  old  Fricids  [although  under  the 
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«Boft<tcre4  Tyci  andObligtttoos  to  the  contrary]  thereby  verifying  the  fay¬ 
ing,  that  omnu  Apofate  ej?  fu#  fr£U  ofor. 

But  the  grand  Reafon  is  the  influence  of  the  Deaconry  upon  the  Town 
Council  of  E diniurgh,  who  in  contempt  of  the  reiterated  Decreets  of  the  Lords 
of  Scffion,  have  Bill  when  they  have  been  applyed  to,  Named  Chirurgions  to 
he  Vifitors,  *.  f«  Examinators  of  the  Ample  Apothecaries,  and  what  Juftice 
they  might  expect  from  fuch  partial  and  emulous  Judges  is  eafy  to  confideri 
which  being  both  againft  Law  and  Reafon,  is  a  fufficient  pretence,  not  to  un« 
dergo  a  Tryal ;  efpecially  feing  rheir  Gains  are  the  fame  now  (how  ignorant  fo- 
ever)  as  if  they  had  paffed  the  fevereft  Examination,  the  fetting  up  a  few  empty 
Pots  pafling  with  the  mod  part  of  the  World,  as  a  fufficient  mark  of  Qualify 
cation,  and  Skill  in  their  Trade. 

But  though  this  be  a  iufficient  Excufe  for  fuchasfet  up  for  Ample  Apothect* 
ries,  to  (hun  a  Tryal,  yet  wharthe  Chirurgions  who  iikewife  call  themfelves 
Apothecaries,  can  fay  for  their  (hiding  it,  is  more  than  l  can  tell,  this  I  amfure 
of,  that  it  may  give  the  World  a  fhrew’d  occaAon  to  think,  that  there  are  not 
a  tew  amonll  them,  that  fear  the  fate  of  fome  of  their  Number,  who  were 
reje&ed  for  unfufficiency  at  their  Tryal  as  Apothecaries,  fo  that  they  them* 
felves  (who  in  open  contempt  of  the  Laws,  keep  up  the  Conjunction  ) 
have  homologated  the  Decreet  of  Separation,  fo  very  few  of  them  being  Apo« 
diecaries. 

Having  thus  pointed  at  fome  of  the  Caules  (Tor  I  could  have  added  a  great 
many  more,  which  for  brevity  I  omit]  I  (hail  now  proceed  to  the  Remedies* 
which  I  (hall  reduce  to  Four  Heads:  if?.  The  feparating  the  Callings.  td$a 
1  ihall  enquire  if  it  be  At,  that  the  fhyftcians  fhould  themlelves  difpencCv  the 
Drugs  they  preferibe.  J tto.  If  it  be  practicable  to  make  a  Book  of  Rates  taxing 
the  prices  of  Medicines.  4^0,  Speak  about  the  Ere&ing  a  Difpenfary.

1  think  have  proven  that  the  continuing  the  fame  is  againft  Law,  againft  jufticfci 
againft  the  Intereft  of  the  Lieges,  has  already  rumed  Pharmacy,  and  will  irt  « 
(horttime,  even  mine  Chirurgery  it  felf,  for  whole  fake  it  is  only  pleaded,  and 
if  the  unreafonable  enriching  a  few  Men,  be  to  be  put  in  the  BaSlance  with  all 
thofe,  1  leave  to  the  World  to  judge,  and  fo  1  (hall  proceed  to  the 

Againft  which  1  as  freely  declare,  as  1  did  againft  the  Conjunction 
of  the  Callings,  for  though  Originally  (as  1  have  before  hinted )  ;both 
Chirurgery  and  Pharmacy  were  a  part  of  the  Thyficians  Province,  yet  they  for® 
the  reafons  formerly  hinted  relinquiflied  the  practice  and  pro  At  of  them  to  others  g 
And  i  do  think  to  relume  them  now*  would  be  unjuft  and  contrary  to  that  great 
Rule  of  doing  as  they  would  be  done  to  \  Befides,  if  Phyficians  ftiould  difpence 
their  own  Drugs,  they  would  be  under  the  fame  Temptation,  that  the  Doctor** 
iftng  Chirurgions  and  Apothecaries  are ;  firft  of  giving  a  great  deal  more  Drugs 
than  what  the  cafe  of  the  Patient  requires*  xdo*  Of  Nicknaming  and  difgust 
ing  cheap  and  ordinary  Medicines  to  extort  great  prices  for  them.  300.  Seing 
^tbey  are  much  Abrolad,  theymuft  neceffarly  iroploy  fome  Servant  therein^  and 
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fo  could  not  Anfwct  for  tlie  faithful  difpendng  of  them,  fo  that  for  thefe  and 

other  Rea  Tons  1  could  name,’  1  am  inf  irely  againft  Phyficians  giving  their  own 
Drugs,  which  leads  me  to  the  viz..  The  snaking  a  Book  of  Rates. 

And  here  I  frankly  tell  the  Reader  that  for  mo  ft  part  of  what  follows,  f  have 
1  teen  obliged  to  t  wo  Papers  Printed  at  Lnndon^  the  one  AddrefFed  to  the  Parka* 
orent,  and  the  other  emitted  by  the  College  of  Plvyficians  there,  giving  their 
Reafbns  for  fef ting  up  the  Difpenfaries  which  narate,  that  frfng  Patients  for  the 
moli  part,  neither  know  what  they  take,  nor  t he  f rut  value  of  if,  and  fo  the 
Apothecary  is  Arbitrary  in  his  prices,  it  feems  expedient  for  this  Evil,  that  a 
'Book  of  Rates  of  all  Medicines  be  compil’d  and  published  for  genera!  In  form  a* 
•don,  by  fuch  persons  as  are  capable  Judges, 

That  this  is  pra&jcable,  is  demonfirable  from  the  fame  thing  already  done  at 
the  Difpenfaries  at  London*  for  the  Subfcri-vers  thereunto,  have  p>ur  a  certain 
price  upon  the  Medicines  which  are  kept  there,  according  to  which  every  Phj- 
Bcian  Rates  his  own  Receipt,  and  writes  the  price  upon  it,  that  the  Patient  or 
his  Friends  m ay  know  the  coil  before  hand. 

The  only  capable  Judges  of  this  matter,  are  Phyficians  and  Apothecaries, 
out  •?  each  of  whorh  an  equal  Number  may  be  chofen  to  be  a  Committee  for 
the  Executing  of  it,  and  it  will  be  eafy  for  the  Government  fo  preferibe  Rules  to 
them  to  proceed  by,  vi&  How  much  profke  may  be .allowed  for  Tingle  Medians, 
whether  fimple  or  compound,  keep’d  ready  prepar’d  and  fold,  out  fingle3  (which 
price  lot  diftinction  may  be  called  the  Intnnfick  value  )  and  then  how  much 
additional  profite  for  compounding  feveral  of  them  together  for  a  particular  ufe® 

or  cafe,  with  refpeif  to  a  more  or  lefs  Uoublefome  form  that  they  are  to  be 
made  up  into. 


As  for  infhnce  fimple  difiildd  Waters  at  fix  pence  fir  pounJ,  compound 
diftill'd  Waters,  and  Syreps  one  with  another  two  (hillings  per  pound,  if^ny 
perfon  wants  a  letfer  or  larger  quantity  of  thefe  (ingle,  he  may  have  them  at  the 
faids  prices,  but  if  a  Cordial  julep  be  fo  be  made  up  of  haffa  pouud  of  fingle 
diftilled  Waters  a  quarter  of  pound  of  compound  Waters,  and  one  or  two 
Ounces  of  Syrup,  whereas  the  price  of  the  particulars  would  amount  to  eleven 
pence,  there  may  be  four  pence,  v .  g*  added  in  conhderation  of  the  mixirrg 
them,  and  the  glafs  they  are  put  in,  and  this  may  be  a  Rule  for  all  Juleps  what- 
foever,  « 

And  fo  to  give  another  Example,  fuppofing  the  price  fet  upon  Gafcoins  Pow« 
<der,  with  Befcoar  were  Eighteen  pence  per  Drachme,  and  Conferves  one  with 
another  three  pence  per  Ounce,  if  thefe  be  (old  fingle  everybody  will  know 
their  prices,  but  it  a  Cordial  Bolus  be  ordered  of  a  fcruple  of  the  Powder® 
which  is  fix  pence,  a  Drachme  of  Conferve,  which  is  lefs  rhan  an  half-pende® 
with  as  much  Syrup  as  is  fuffitiem,  which  is  fcarce  worth  (he  Naming  you 
will  have  a  Bolus  worth  about  fi  it  pence  halfpenny,  to  which  adding  two 
pence  for-the  trouble  of  making  it  up, /then  the  price  will  be  .  Eight  peace 


,  'Now ‘there  being  about  Ten  or  Twelve  Form^  wherdn  ail  Internal  Medl¬ 
ines  are  preferibed,  its  the  eafieft  thing  imaginable  for  the  Committee  to  fix  3 
datable  Addition  to  the  Intrinfick  value  of  all  the  particulars  prepared  into  a 
new  Form*  according  as  they  require  more  or  lefs  time,  or  trouble,  or  there 
happens  waft  in  the  preparing  them*  as  for  example,  fix  pence  may  be  allowed 
for  each  Chopin  of  Deco&ion,  Infufion  or  Emu! (Ion,  above  the  intrinfick  value# 
of  the  things  whereof  they  -are  .made,  -a  Groat  for  a  Llnftus  of  four  Ounces  and 
fofor  all  other  Forms  conjideratis  cenfidermdss* 

If  any  objedl  that  thenfing  and  falling  of  the  prices  of  the  Drugs  will  render 
this  defign  tmpradfkable  $  I  Aiifwer,  we  mu  ft  diftinguifh  betwixt  Drugs  and 
the  Medicins  prepared  of  them,  no  certain  price  can  indeed  be  put  upon  Drugs, 
but  then  it  does  not  properly  belong  to  the  Apothecaries  to  fell  thefe,  but  to.  the 
Druggift,  and  it  it  be  faid »  that  this  is  but  evading  the  Objedfion,  becaufe  Me¬ 
dicines  being  made  of  Drugs  mu  ft  rife  and  fall  as  they  do,  1  Anfwer,  there  is  no 
aeceffity  for  that  at  all,  for  Drugs  rile  and  fall  according  to  the  plenty  or  heard® 
ty  of  them,  but  in  pricing  Medicinal  preparations  efpecially  the  compound,  the 
greateft  regard  by  far  is  to  be  had  to  the  skill  and  pains  of  the  preparer,  which  is 
always  of  the  fame  value,  and  though  the  cheapnefs  and  dearnefs  of  Drugs* 
may  have  feme  final!  influence  upon  the  price  of  fuch  Preparations,  ’ns  fear ee 
worth  the  fpeaking  of,  for  there  are  but  few  Drugs  that  alter  confiderably  ia 
their  value®  and  thofe  that  are  cleared*  are  generally  the  leaft  part  in  the  Copipo* 
fition :  And  as  for  fimple  Medicins®  that  which  Is  called  their  Preparation  is  ge® 
nerally  foeafy,  that  the  Druggift,  or  any  bodie  elfe  may  e^fily  perform  it,  with® 
out  troubling  the  Apothecary,  as  for  inftance  the  preparing  of  all  your  Cordial 
Powders,  as  Pearle,  Beioar*  Coral!,  &c%  is  only  the  fine  Powdering  of  them, 
but  if  any  will  further  contend  about  this  matter,  ©ne  of  thefe  two  following  ex- 
pedients  may  filence  him,  either  let  the  Handing  Committee  for  prices®  once  a 
year  oroftxierif  needful  pubiifh .in  the  Gazette  or  Currant, '  what*.  is  then  to  be  the 
felling  price  ©f  thefe  Drugs  that  rife  or  fall  confiderably  (which  are  under  a  fcore^l 
or  elle  let  the  Handing  price  be  fix'e  to  the  middle  of  both  Extremes,  and  then 
but  crofs  or  pile,  whether  it  will  be  to  the  Advantage  of  the  Apothecary  or 
Patient*  ••  , 

If  it  be  asked  how  ball  the  Patient  come  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  fuch  a  Book 
of  Rates,  feeing  they  will  ftiil  remain  ignorant ofmany  things  they  take.  I  an® 
farer  the  Phyfidan  that  piefcribes®  may  tell  the  Patient  or  his  Friends  the  value 
of  the  Medicines  in  each  Receipt,  he  writes, either  upon  the  Receipt  itfelfor  in  $ 
Book,  and  if  he  either  omit  thus  to  price  them*  of  the  prices  he  fees  down  be  ob- 
|e$fd  agaififl ,  either  by  the  Patient  or  the  Apothecary  ,  then  they  may.  refer 
the  matter  tefome  neighbour  ‘Fhyfician  and  Apothecary  to  whom  the  Receipts 
are  to  be  produced*  and  they  end  the  difpute.  But  if  either  party  fhall  be 
ttft adtory  and  the  Apothecary  go  to  Law  for  his  Money  ,  then  I  humbly  pro- 
pofe  it,  as  a  thing  expedient,  that  the  Receipts  be  brought  before  the  Com-* 
mitree ,  that  compiles  the  Book  o£  Rates  £who  are  tQ  be  continued  ,  and  fit  at

the  Rales  thereof,  and  that  the  Courts  ot  Juftice  fhould  determine  the  Debt 
according  to  their  Taxation  ,  for  under  corre&ion  it  Teems  to  be  a  great  defe# 
incur  Law  that  the  determining  or  adjufting  Debts  of  this  kind  (liou  Id  be  lefr 
to  the  Judgement  of  perfons  who  know  little  or  nothing  of  the  matter,  for  if 
1  km  not  misinformed ,  the  Trials  of  matters  of  this  nature  ufe  to  proceed 
dtos*  The  Apothecary  proves  by  the  Patients  Oath,  but  moil  ordinatly  by 
Witness- 9  who  are  generally  his  own  Prentices  [and  who  are  very  oft  more 
affraid  of  their  Matter  than  the  Oath]  the  delivery  of  fuch  Medicines  to  the' 
Patient  ,  and  commonly  the  Judge  asks  the  opinion  of  one  or  more  Apothe¬ 
caries  ,  who  declare,  that  the  prices  demanded  arc  the  ufual  prices  that  other' 
Apothecaries  put  upon  fuch  like  Medicines,  and  when  this  is  done,  the  Judge* 
determines  in  favours  of  the  Purifiers,  now  who  fees  not  that  in  this  fortofTri* 
al,  the  prices  which  the  Apothecaries  have  made  cufiomary,  how  extravagant  foe- 
ver  are  juftified  by  the  Judge, and  thePatientor  his  Friends  have  nothing  to  appeal 
to  but  the  Apothecaries  Conicitnoe,  whereas  if  a  Committee  of  7hyficians  and  ' 
Apothecaries  had  the  examining  of  fuch  Debts  ,  they  would  not  eonlider  what 
Tatients  through  Ignorance  have^ay’d,  or  what  twenty  Apothecaries  fhould 
fwear  they  had  received,  buc  what  the  Medicines  prefcribM  were  really  worth* 
But  the  greateft  Objedion  fas  feme  apprehend  it)  is  that  if  Apothecaries  have 
the  prices  of  their  Medicines  leffen’d  ,  they  will  demand  fatisfa$ion  for  ^ 
their  attendance,  and  fo  the  Patient  will  fave  nothing  after  all  this  Pother  a-" 
bout- prices,  but  thofe  that  make  this  obje&ion,  neither  know  how  little  the 
Apothecaries  attendance  fignifies ,  nor  how  dear  it  cofts  jthc  Patient,  for  the 
Phyfidan  in  his  Receipt  gives  full  Dire#ions,  when  and  how  every  thing  is  to 
be  taken,  which  the  Apothecary  ought  to  tranfmit  with  the  Medicines  to  the 
Patient*,  So  that  there  is  no  ncceflity  for  the  Apothecary  to  fee  the  Patient  ot 
any  about  him  ,  his  cheif  bufinefs  being  to  fee  that  the  Phyfick  be  exadly 
prepared,  and  each  Medicine,  inferibed  with  its  proper  name «  together 
with  the  Phyficians  Diredions,  be  lent  to  the  Patient  to  whom  it  belongs  * 
if<  there  be  giving  of  Clyflers,  Blooding,  Applying  or  Drt fling  of  Blifters  * 
Setons ,  Cauters,  or  fuch  like,  its  mod  reafonable  they  fhould  be  payed  for 
their  pains ,  but  for  them  to  caufe  the  Patient  pay  for  their  officious  Attend* 
ance  is  mod  unconfcionable ,  but  the  Truth  is,  Patients  have  hitherto  been 
kept  altogether  in  the  dark  ,  by  the  Apothecaries  confounding  the  tonfidera- 
don  for  Attendance,  with  the  prices  of  their  Medicines,  the  Patients  have  taken 
all  the  officious  Vifits  of  their  Apothecaries  to  be  from  pure  refpett  and  kind* 
nefs ,  when  its  demonftrable  they  pay  dearer  for  them*  than  for  their  Phyfid* 
ans ,  but  its  by  this  Cunning  they  make  themfelves  neccffary  ,  and  is  the  true 
handle  to  their  belov'd  Do&orifcing.  Buc  now  !  proceed  to  the 
4 tb.  Head  I  propos’d  w*.  the  ere&tng  a t  difpenfary,  this  would  be  botfvfo 
char  [table  and  neceflary  a  work,  that  though  it  would  prove  terrible ,  to  thofe 
amphibious  Gentlemen  .  yet  to  the  re  ft  of  the  people  efpecially  the  pooror  fort 
there  being  fo  few  Hofpitals^  for  their  relief,  it  would  be  like  delivering  them4 
from  E^tun  Bondage ,  and  carrying  them  to  the  Land  of  Qamsau*

That  the  Nation  of  England  have 
look’d  upon  the  maintaining  thofe  Piivifedges  of  fo  great  Concern  to  thepub* 
lick,  that  from  the  tune  of  Henty  the  %tb  who  inllituted  the  Royal  College  of 
Phylicians  in  London  there  is  fear ce  any  Reign  in  which  Come  Law  has  not  beat 
snade  mlarging  its  ‘J'riviledges,  and  the  fudges  of  £0^04 -have -given  their  Rc«* 
folueion  of  feverai  Qneftions  concerning  thde  Privileges  for  the  tnore  clear  exe® 
curing  the  Statutes  made  in  their  favours,  and  (uch  are  the  Privtledges  of  the 
faid  College,  that  they  can  not  only  call  undue  pra&ifers  before  them®  and 
impofe  inch  Fines  as  they  judge  expedient,  but  without  the  Concurrence  of  any 
Judge,  commit  to  prifon  without  Bail,  thofe  who  ©Send  in  the  pradHce  of 
Medicine,  and  even  (or  Difobedience  and  Contempt  of  the  private  Ordinances 
of  the  College,  and  the  Law  has  made  it  Felony,  when  a  Patient  dyes  and et 
Che  Cure  of  an  illegal  pradhfer ,  that  if  the  Chirurgiotis  had  defign’d  the  eafe

Img  again#  the  College,  when  this  Communing  was  propos’d,  the  Calling  gave 
the  Deacon  a  power  to  enter  into  a  writren  bubmitlion,  and  not  only  named 
therr  own  Arbiter,  but  likeways  without  asking  the  confent  of  the  Phyiiciansg 
nam’d  an  Overfman,  this  was  pretty  Cavalier  dealing,  but  it  Anfwered  two 
defigns  ,  Fir#  to  fhow  their  contempt  of  the  College,  and  next  they  fancied

In  his  third  Article  he  aflerts  that  the  College  of  Phy  ficians  at  London  can  orily 
puvfae  before  the  Judge  Ordinary*  what  he  means  by  the  Judge  Ordinary  at 
London  is  hard  to  guefs,  but  Ifuppofe  he  means  any  ordinary  Judicatory  :  Bue 
if  I  prove  imo.  That  for  Bdidls  in  the  pra&ice  of  Phyfick  the  Prefident  and 
Cenforsare  the  judges,  that  upon  fueh  Judgement  given  by  them,  all  keepers 
of  prifons  in  London  (the  Tower  excepted)  are  obliged  to  receive  and  detain

Medicine,  then  I  hope  it  will  be  evident  that  this  Allegiance  that  the  College 
of  Fhylicians  in  London c an  only  purlue  before  the  judge  Ordinary  is  falfe,
